Argument May 
Have Caused 
Rifle Assault 


Loren A. Williams, 29, of Grayling, was 
arraigned Tuesday on charges of assault 
with intent to do great bodily harm less than 
murder in connection with the shooting of a 
56-year-old Grayling man. 

The 56-year-old Grayling man was shot in 
the upper right leg with a .228 caliber mini- 
14 rifle Saturday night, Dec. 2nd. Sheriff 
deputies, responding to a report of gunshots 
fired somewhere near the area of the M-72 
East and Wakeley Bridge Road intersec- 
tion, found the two men at a residence near 
the area. Sheriff deputies said the shooting 
may have been the result of an argument 
that took place in the Hard Times Saloon a 
short time earlier. 

The gunshot victim was taken to Mercy 
Hospital and listed in stable condition. A 
$76,000 cash bond was set for Williams. He 
was also arraigned on a felony firearm 
charge.

School Walking 
Routes Outlined 


This year the City of Grayling and the 
Crawford AuSable School System are again 
co-operating to keep school walking routes 
free of snow. They would appreciate any 
help from residents living along the walking 
routes in clearing these sidewalks. The 
school route consists of the sidewalks on 
State Street and Maple Street, from Madsen 
to Michigan Avenue, Michigan Avenue 
from Maple Street to the Elementary 
School and Michigan Avenue from North 
Down River Road to the Elementary 
School. 

Some problems arise on routes to school 
because some areas do not have sidewalks, 
many sidewalks are not cleared, and as 
winter progresses the shoulders of the roads 
become narrower and there is not room to 
walk in safety. 

Therefore, they suggest to parents that 
Elementary School children use the 
following established routes, 


a. Children living S.E. of Michigan 
Avenue should walk along the west side of 
State Street and the west side of Maple 
Street to Michigan Avenue, then walk on the 
south eust side of Michigan Avenue to the 
school. 

b. Children living N.W. of Michigan 
Avenue should use lightly traveled side 
roads and avoid walking along Michigan 
Avenue due to heavy traffic. The suggested 
route is along Ogemaw Street to Plum or 
Erie Street to cross Michigan Avenue only 
at corner of Erle and Michigan where the 
crossing guard lends assistance.

County Historical Museum, will also be open. 

The homes of Fred and Pam Fisher, Kim and 
Shelly Parkinson, Tom and Marion Welsh, and 
Ernie Dawson and Bob Cole will be featured in 
the 1989 Christmas H8me Tour. The Christmas 
Home Tour was started in 1984 by Ernie Dawson 
and the Grayling Chamber of Commerce. The 
tour was held in 19865 but not in 1986, 1987, or 1988, 

This year, Ernie Dawson and the Uptown 
District Business Association are reviving the 
tour on Sunday, December 10. From 1:80 to 6 
p.m. all four homes and the depot will be open to 
the public. Admission passports are $7.50 a per- 
son and can be bought at Flowers By Josie, 
Weaver's Gifts, The Icehouse, Mac’s Drugs, 
Kathleen's Plus Fashions, Mary's Corner Book 
Swap, and Ray’s Canoes.

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Infant’s Hospitalization Causes 
Struggle for Local Family With 
Six Children Under 4 Years Old 


While most parents are busy decorating their 
homes and shopping for Christmas presents, 
Ronald and Laura Owens are busy dividing their 
time between Butterworth Hospital in Grand 
Rapids and their home in Grayling. 

Their 8-week-old son Jimmy is listed in critical 
condition at Butterworth Hospital. Jimmy's 
twin brother, Timmy, suffers from a sleeping 
disorder and is on an Apnea. monitor. His paren- 
ts, both trained in infant CPR, take him with 
them to Grand Rapids. Staying behind in 
Grayling are their four other children: 11%- 
month-old twin daughters, a two-year-old son, 
and a daughter who turns four in December. 

Even though Jimmy's doctors anticipate that 
he will have to be hospitalized for two to three 
months, the good news is they are now hopeful 
that he will get well, and Ron and Laura cling to 
every encouraging word. 

When Jimmy was admitted to Butterworth 
Hospital on November 10, doctors there held lit- 
tle hope that he would survive. A large portion of 
his colon had stopped functioning causing it to 
rupture. Jimmy, one month old at the time, un- 
derwent emergency surgery. On Wednesday, 
November 22, he was operated on again to 
remove scar tissue forming from the first 
surgery and threatening to block the colon. 


Soon after Jimmy was born, he was diagnosed 
as having Sleep Apnea and was connected to an 
Apnea monitor. Laura explained that Sleep Ap- 
nea is a sleeping disorder that occurs when the 
part of the brain that sends the message to the 
body to breath does not function properly. The 
Apnea monitor makes a beeping signal when the 
baby stops breathing. This noise usually startles 
the baby causing him to resume breathing, but if 
the baby does not respond to the signal, it alerts 


the caregiver that there is a problem. 
Laura said the twins will probably be connected 


to the monitors until they are at least a year old. 

It was this monitor that went off in Glen's 
Market on November 9. Officers Art Clough of 
the Sheriff Department and Karl DeVries, 
Grayling City Patrolman, responded by aq- 
ministering mouth-to-mouth resuscitation as 
they rushed the baby to Mercy Hospital. 


“T can't think of anything now, except the 
baby,”’ said Laura. ‘It's hard, I want to be in 
Grand Rapids with the baby, and the doctors 
want us there, but 1am also needed at home.”’ 

The Department of Social Services (DSS) has 
been helping Ron and Laura get back and forth 
to Grand Rapids because the family car is on the 
fritz. 

Ron and Laura were not able to come home for 
Thanksgiving; however, the four children at 
home enjoyed a delicious Thanksgiving dinner, 
paid for and prepared for the family by the boys 
of Group 8 of the Shawono Center. Every year, 
as a community service, the residents of the 
Shawono Center ask DSS for names of needy 
families, and the boys take money from their 
group fund and purchase and deiiver turkeys and 
all the trimmings to these families. When Group 
3 learned that Ron and Laura would not be home, 
they cooked the meal at the Center and delivered 
a hot meal at noon. They spent some time 
playing with the children. Before it was time to 
leave the boys helped wash dishes, make the 
beds and straightened the house. The group has 
asked to work with the Owens family again at . 
Christmastime. 


The Owens family is new to Crawford County. 
Besides Laura's sister, Linda, they have no 
family here to lend help and support. 

Ron came to Grayling from Chicago 14 months 
ago to work at Camp Grayling as a cook. The 
work lasts for only six manths. During the 
remainder of the year, he cooks for area 
restaurants. Before coming to Grayling Ron 
said he worked at the Hilton, Ron's Steak House 
in Chicago and before that, with the U.S. Army. 

During the best of times, life at the Owens’ 

residence was a challenge. Now, with Jimmy 
still listed in critical condition in Butterworth, 
Ron and Laura have to be away from their 
children who are too young to understand why 
Mommy and Daddy are not there. As the bills 
continue to pile up, Ron and Laura have their 
hands full. Anyone wishing to assist this family 
is encouraged to do so by contacting Vicki Har- 
tshorn of the Crawford County Department of 
Social Services, at 848-7691. 


Camp Grayling Burning Off 
Leftover Gun Powder, Ammo 


Camp Grayling has received an emergency 
operating license from the Department of 
Natural Resources (ONR) to burn and detonate 
approximately 12,000 pounds of leftover gun 
powder and unusable dmmunition. 

Major Jerry Foehl, Public Affairs Officer for 
Camp Grayling, said the special ‘‘one time’”’ 
license was for a 90 day period from November 
27 to February 24, 1990, and demolition experts 
would begin the disposal process as soon as the 
burning trays were made. 

The disposal process will take place on Range 
18 located southwest of Lake Margrethe off 
Military Road about one-half mile northwest of 
the old Beaver Creek School.

“This location was selected because Range 13 
is located near the supply point, requiring a 
minimum transportation of the materials,’’ said 
Foehl. 

Foehl explained that Range 18 was especially 
designed to sustain explosive mortar rounds. 

“Camp Grayling does not have a suitable 
storage facility for these excess and damaged 
materials,’’ Foehl said, ‘‘and its Ammunition 
Supply Point is not an acceptable place to stock- 
pile the materials. As these materials ac-. 
cumulate,’’ he said, ‘‘the bigger the potential 
problem." 

Foehl said most of the materials to be disposed

even a few of my 
cousins speak a little 
Bohemian. 

The Czechs came to 
the United States to 
farm the land. Gran- 
dpa and Grandma 
reared their eight 
children on 40 acres, 
with a few crops and a 
herd of dairy cows. 
Their food supply was 
heavily supplemented 
by the fruits and 
vegetables that came 
from their magnificent 


garden. I first tasted 
kohlrabi, a white 
bulbous crucifer 


related to the radish, 
at grandma’s table. 

My grandmother 
cooked marvelous 
country meals. She 
and my aunts made 
special Bohemian 
foods --  kolaches, 
which were little cir- 
cular sweet rolls with 
prune, apricot or pop- 
py seed fillings--potato 
dumplings, Czech 
sauerkraut, and 
molasses cakes, which 
they served to us when 
we visited the farm 
each summer. Like 
true farmers, we ate a

They have entered their year-end 
recess, perhaps a little earlier than 
most of us, but then, who ever said 
lawmakers kept a_ regular 
schedule.

Just take a look at all they have ac- 
complished during their now- 
concluded legislative year ... but 
don't get eye-strain. 

It’s been a controversial year for 
lawmakers down in Washington. It

minimum wage, but only a few 
days to raise congressional pay 
from. $89,500 to about $121,000 for 
House members and $98,200 for 
Senators -- plus cost of living. 

The difference in new pay is 
because Senators want to keep 
more of their fees for outside 
speaking and writing assignments; 
the House agreed to give them up 
for a sure pay raise. Those are the 
so-called ‘‘honoraria’’ we read so 
much about. 


But just how long do you think 
senators will be content to earn less 


than House members? A safe 

prediction is the pay will be 

equalized very soon. 
& * e 

THE PAY RAISE PROGRAM is 
not all bad. Judges certainly 
should have been increased; so 
should many of the federal ad- 
ministrators covered by the bill. 
Even members of Congress 
probably should be paid more than 
the $89,500 base pay they have 
received. 

But the late-November gold rush 
on the federal treasury raises some 
questions. 

One certainly is the way the hike 
was maneuvered. The skids were 
greased so well that public debate 
and public reaction was all but shut 
out completely. It looks as if 
Congress was taking no chance 
that public criticism could take 
hold, as it did earlier. 

Another is the level of pay. Gran- 
ted a raise is justified, but is a 39 
percent boost as the House will 
receive, really fair? 

Another question concerns 
honoraria. Most observers agree 
the system is bad; pressure groups 
and others with an interest in 
legislation frequently invite 
lawmakers to make a speech and 
pay them handsome fees. Is this 
undue influence? There should be 
limits. 

But if a Senator or House mem- 
ber who is paid $89,500 a year is 
tainted by a $10,000 speaking fee, 
chances are he will be tainted even 
if he is paid $120,000 a year. In my 
view, either a politician is a crook 
or he isn’t; if he’s going to take a 
bribe, then $30,000 in the annual 
paycheck won't make him an 
honest man.

ANOTHER SIDELIGHT on the 
latest pay raise involves a deal 
worked out between leaders of both 
national parties to refrain from 
using members’ pay raise votes in 
their next campaigns for re- 
election. It’s above politics, the 
party leaders agreed. 

That agreement won't stick. 
Challengers certainly will let the 
voters know if the incumbent 
they’re battling favored more pay 
for Congress. But it may not make 
any difference. 

Between what happened earlier 
this year, and the votes taken this 
later time around, there’s probably 
not a single member of either 
chamber who can't prove by some 
vote or some attion that he/she 
was either against the pay ratse, or 
for ethics in government, or both. 

That's the way Congress seems 
to have worked this year.

of consists of leftover gun powder. He explained 
that each artillery round that is shipped to Camp 
Grayling comes with enough gun powder (five 
bags) to prope) the shell to its maximum distan- 
ce, which is about 20 miles. Because Camp 
Grayling does not have any ranges to accom- 
modate this distance it uses only two or three 
bags, depending on the desired distance, leaving 
either two or three unused bags of powder. 

Because of the risk of contamination of the gun 
powder during shipment and again during han- 
dling while using the artillery round, Foehl said 
the leftover gun powder cannot be recycled and 
that there is not another facility in Michigan 
where disposal can occur. He said that construc- 
tion of a permanent Class A disposal facility at 
Camp Grayling is being investigated and would 
insure that future disposals could be done safely. 
This disposal facility, if built, would be made 
available to fire departments and law enfor- 
cement agencies within the state. 

In past years, he said it was standard 
procedure to accumulate the excess powder at 
the firing point and dispose or it by digging a hole 
in a remote area, clearing it of all brush and 
leaves, and then touching off a few bags at a 
time. 

‘There would be a tall flame, but after a few 
minutes it would die down and go out,’’ Foehl ex- 
plained. ‘‘When the process was completed the 
hole would be filled in and covered over with no 
knowledge of any environmental damage or 
danger.”’ 

‘‘Now that we have a greater understanding of 
environmental issues it is no longer acceptable 
to dispose of it in this manner,"’ he said. 

Roehl said many of these ‘'standard 
procedures’ have been replaced with 
procedures that are environmentally safe. He 
said the military is investigating these practices 
used for years to determine what impact they 
have had on the environment at that time and 
what impact they would have on the environ- 
ment and people if they were to use them today. 

Camp Grayling personnel are constructing 
five burning trays approximately five feet wide 
by 16 feet long by one foot high. These trays are 
being made of high grade carbon steel. As con- 
struction is completed, Foehl said demolition 
experts will begin burning the gun powder in 
small quantities. Some burning began last 
Saturday, December 2, and as the remaining 
trays are completed the burning will increase. 
Foehl said Camp Grayling personnel estimate 
that the disposal process will be completed in 
December. 

‘The gun powder should be completely con- 
sumed by fire leaving only a small quantity of

ash,’’ said Foehl. ‘‘The ash will then disposed of 
by the Defense Reutilization Management Of- 
fice.”’ 

If the ash is determined through chemical 
analysis to contain hazardous materials it will be 
put into drums and disposed of as hazardous 
waste. Otherwise, Foeh! said it will be disposed 
of in the county landfill, probably through a con- 
tract with a local waste disposal company. 

The large and small ammunition to be ex- 
ploded includes damaged or defective ordnances 
that are considered unsafe for use. 

Foehl said one of the items that will probably 
be exploded is the mortar round that was taken 
from a Higgins Lake home earlier this year and 
has been stored at Camp Grayling in an am- 
munition.

Tips on Firewood Gathering, Drying and 
Storage- Whenever the subject of firewood 
comes up in conversation, it’s not unusual for 
people to have differences of opinion as to what 
wood burns best for heating purposes. 
Whatever you own personal favorite may be, 
here are some tips from the MSU Cooperative 
Hxtension Service that will help you get the best 
results from your firewood gathering and bur- 
ning efforts for next heating season. 


Plan ahead for gathering your firewood sup- 
ply- As with most ventures, itpays to plan ahead 
if you plan on heating your home with fuel. 
Decisions must be made as to where to get your 
firewood and whether any permits are needed, 
whether the wood needs to be cut to size or split, 
whether it needs to be seasoned, and other 
decisions that relate to your situation. Generally 
speaking, many people get started too late in the 
year when it comes to getting their firewood 
supply tn for the winter. 

Be sure your firewood is well-seasoned - 
Almost all wood needs to be dry to burn properly 
and maximize heat values. Green, unseasoned 
wood does ttot provide the same energy value as 
properly seasoned wood because some of the 
wood’'s useful energy is wasted in evaporating 
moisture during the burning process. In ad- 


dition, burning large amounts of green wood can 
be hazardous because it often contributes to the 
build-up of creosote in the heating system. 
Ideally, homeowners should cut and stack green 
wood in the spring prior tc the next heating 
season to be sure firewood will burn well.

The 1989 firearm 
deer season ia not quite 
one week old as I write:

This goes along with a 
trend of more people 
staying closer to home 
to hunt as the deer 
herd in southern 
Michigan grows. 

Another reason was 
the weather. I don't 
recall 3 more 
miserable opening and 
second day of season. 
Probably the least 
significant factor was 
the midweek opener.

i Hints on Firewood Gathering & Use 


By Roy V. Spangler, CED 


seasoning process- If you are trying to season 
green wood, bear in mind that the stacking 
method you use to store your wood will effect 
how fast the wood dries out. Criss-crossed, open- 
spaced stacks of flrewood will no doubt, season 
quicker than green firewood that is dead-piled 
close together, The size of the Individual pieces 
will also influence how fast wood will dry. 

Store your firewood to protect it from the 
weather- Wood, by nature, is ‘‘hygroscopic”’ - 
which means it can as easily absorb and retain 
moisture as it can dry out through seasoning. 
Therefore, for best protection from the elements, 
stacks of firewood should be stored slightly off 
the ground and the top of the stacks should be 
covered with plastic or other weather-proof 
material... 

Strive to keep a variety of wood species and 
sizes in supply- While everyone has heard 
stortes about ‘‘go-for’’ wood and yule logs, each 
has their place when it comes to wood burning 

A wood stove or fireplace full of 
gigantic yule logs won’t burn very efficiently 
without a good bed of coals. Thus, the kindling 
value of such woods as pine, birch or other less 
dense woods cannot be denied. Smaller pieces of 
your favorite dense hardwood are also helpful in 
developing a good bed of coals more rapidly. 

Whether you burn firewood as a primary sour- 
ce of heat or for the pleasure of it, following the 
above tips will help you enjoy the experience and 
avoid some of the pitfalls associated with heating 
with wood. For more information about wood 
heating, wood stove safety or managing you 
woodlot for fuelwood, contact the Crawford 
County Cooperative Extension Service office at 
348-2841, ext.
